Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's attorney stated that the invention in the Hutchens 
reference is different from Applicant's invention because Hutchens relates to isolation of an analyte but Applicant is 
looking at the interacton of the components of a multicomponent complex. Examiner stated that Examiner tentatively 
agree with Applicant's attorney that the inventions are different to the extent that it appears that Hutchens only 
discloses binding of an analyte, even though it is disclosed as being a biological molecule including a biological 
fragment, that is in the initial sample, and then its detection, rather than binding of a complex and detection of at least 
one fragment of that complex after it is eluted off a substrate. Examiner also received authorization from Applicant's 
attorney to provide an examiner's amendment to include -of the complex- after "a second component'* in claim 1 . in 
the event that Examiner subsequently finds that the application is otherwise in condition for allowance.
